The president took a short auto 
mobile ride before the cabinet meet 
ing and left later on the yacht May 
flower for New York, to review tin 
Atlantic fleet there next week. Durini 
the trip, which will last nearly a week 
the president will be kept in towel 
with every development in the situa 
lion. 
Meantime there I* much spcculatioi 
as to whether Germany will yield t< 
the demands of the United States oi 
will attempt to justify her sn bm ar! in 
warfare and assert her right to c'on 
finite tile plans she has laid to destro) 
the commerce of (treat Britain. 
Tin 
prevailing opinion in well informec 
official circles is that the kaiser wit 
not yield. 
Then what will follow? War, actua 
fighting, is not regarded as a proh 
ability, although there may be a break 
in diplomatic relations. It is not con 
ceivable that American warships or ac 
American army will be sent to Eu 
rope; in fact, it is believed President 
Wilson will exert himself to the ut 
most to avoid a break with Germany. 
But lf things came to the worst, ii 
is said, the president would discon 
tlnue diplomatic relations with d e r 
many, seize German vessels now in 
tented In this country, and deslgnnti 
torpedo 
boat 
destroyers to control 
merchant vessels to European port* 
whleh are likely to bi* attacked bj 
submarines. 
“Germany can never meet the prest 
dent's demands,0 said a prominent of 
Arial. “ It Is out of the question for hei 
lo do so without abandoning ber sub 
marine campaign almost entirely. 
“tfhe had staked her success in tin 
war upon lier ability to paralyse Brit 
Ish c ommerce, and if she should agre! 
to discard this feature of her war 
she would virtually impair her chanrt 
of »ietory.”

London, May lo.— For the first tim a 
in the past six months the authors m 
the German and the French offieia 
war announcements find themselves iii 
agreement.

T*he week of battle now drawing to 
a close left both sides exhausted and 
breathless, says the Daily News cor 
respondent In the north of France 
“Today, Ascension Day,” he telegraph 
ed, “we are burying our thousands 
and the Germans i>erhaps their tens 
of thousands. The fury of the fighting 
has been unbelievable ami the death 
roll Is appalling, but our line is estab 
fished firmly.” 
A strong plea for greater supplies 
of ammunition is made by the Timer 
correspondent In northern France. He 
attributes chiefly to the lark of an

shells the disappointing

British attacks on Sunday In the ills 
trict of Promelles and RJchebourg. By 
way of contrast he records the fact 
that the French, who co-operated In

ground.

Bukharest Is rn Great Artistic and E d u ­ 
cational Canter. 
Describing Bilk halest, the capita) of 
Houma ilia, a statem ent issued by the 
National Geographic society says: 
“The Houma ilia na have sinned no cf j 
foil or thought toward makiug Hukha 
rest, their ca ii ital city, a real capital 
and not just one of the larger Balkan 
towns, cut to the severe design of tile 
modern commenda! city that Is found 
throughout the west. 
The whole his 
tory of the Koumanians since tho cast 
^ng off of tim Turkish yoke has boon 
one of conservative progress leavened 
wit Ii enterprise, of thrift lightened by 
keen appreciation of tile embellish 
melds and pleasures of life. 
And in 
Bilk barest one finds more artistic, liter 
ary aud scientific life than in any other 
part of tin* peninsula. 
“Bukharest is an attractive city of 
,'100,000, 
it is laid out with many broad 1 
boulevards and arenites, as becomes a 
capital, and has. as Paris, Berlin and 
Washington, famous drives and parks 
within its area, an ‘avenue of parades’ 
and zoological and botanical garden*. 
The city is built in a hollow between 
tho billa upon both sides of tile I>ambo 
vita river, which is crossed by twelve 
ornate bridges. 
There are some truly 
magnificent buildings upon its broad 
thoroughfares, among tin* most promi­ 
nent of which are tile royal palace, tile 
university, tin* national theater and tile 
palace of Justice.
